HEAVY STEEL RAILS. 

Increasing Weight of Engines anti Greater 

I Speed Make Them Necessary. 

The ninety-pound steel rails which 
the Philadelphia & Reading railroad 
e has laid on portions of its Bound 
8 Brook route are probably the heaviest 
y in q,se within the United States. They 
are necessitated by the steadily-in- 
creasing weight of engines and the de- 
velopment of speed which mark the 
• times we live in. 

I “Accompanying the development of 
g the railroad in this country,” said 
g Chief Engineer Nichols of the Read- 
n ing road, “there has been a steady 
0 development of the rail. In the early 
’• days of railroading the trains ran on a 
3 thin band of iron, which was fastened 
8 to a strip of timber. Out of this grew 
* one of the early forms of railroad ac- 
t cident. The rail ‘snaked up.’ as it 
o was called; that is, tho end sprang up 
from tbe wooden support, and as a train 
I came along it was caught by tbe 
>„ wheel and forced through the bottom 
», of the car. often impaling passengers. 

Then the rail assumed its present gen- 
r . eral form, but was much lighter than 
v now. The first rails laid on our main

President Cleveland was a Demo- 
crat, and Mr. Pearson never made any 
disguise of tbe fact that he was a Re- 
publican.

not of our own men and property, at 
least of the men and property of Ger- 
many. We do not see how any nation 
ever can prosper by lestroying men 
and property. Germany conquered 
France, but she had to pay dearly for 
it. The North conquered the South, 
but certainly from 1860 to 1879 were 
not prosperous times In anv sense. 

War is destruction, not prosperity. 
It destroys the very foundation of pros- 
perity. It disturbs ail industry. It 
interrupts commerce. It diverts men 
and money and energy from produc- 
tive to unproductive employments. 
War is a costly privilege, or pleasure, 
or duty, as occasion-, arise. There are 
times when only war will settle a dis- 
pute. and then war must come, cost 
what it may. 

Admiral Porter seems to have Im- 
bibed the theory of the protectionists 
that the fewer goods we have the bet- 
ter off we are. Wealth consists not in 
scarcity, but in abundance. Scarcity 
advances price;, yet it is a sign not of 
prosperity, but of poverty. If half the 
wool in the world were destroyed to- 
morrow. the price might advance to 
twice what it is to-day. but the world 
would be poorer, not richer. 

To show just how war would oper- 
ate to interfere with, if not destroy our 
prosperity, we may quote from tho in- 
terview with Admiral Porter: 

“As tbe country know*. I bave been urging 
In letters and reports tbe importance of build- 
ing up a powerful navy. We bave tbe wealth 
and resources to lead the world In a navy. But, 
taking matters as tuey are. tbe Ooverument 
should go to England and France, both coun- 
tries being abend of Germany tn modern naval 
veasels and guns, and buy nil tbe r iled guns 
we can find and bring them here. We w 11 very 
soon make use of them. Here Is a list of the 
entire strength of tbe German navy. It Is 
more than we have, but we bave the money 
and could easily spend f£V>. 0 d\ouo Is ships sud 
appliances of war." 

That $260,000,000 represents fully 
one year’s export of cotton. We now 
export it for the comforts and con- 
veniences of life; for those things 
that add to the prosperity of the 
people; for raw materials to employ 
our mill hands, etc., etc. That is right 
and proper. But Admiral Porter’s 
scheme of prosperity would force us 
to exchange it for guns and ships of 
war and force us to do without other 
things. These guns and ships would 
not add any thing to the wealth of 
America by destroying the property ol 
Germany. When America has to go 
to war, she will prosecute it with 
Sherman’s idea that “war Is hell;” so 
it is. Admiral Porter's idea, that war 
Is prosperity, is a delusion, fit only 
for consideration by the Ways and 
Means Committee of the next Repub- 
lican Congress. It is contrary to 
human reason aud to universal ex- 
perience, but it accord; entirely with 
the theory of political economy upon 
which the Republican party is acting.

RESULTS OF PROTECTION. 



Labor Troubles Caasod by tho Kncroach- 
meats of Favored Monopolies. 

It is notable that at tbe present time 
the three countries of Christendom in 
which protectionists are the most 
strongly intrenchrd politically — tbe 
United States, Germany and France — 
are those in which labor is in the most 
restless and distracted condition. 

In the United States there are and 
have been great strikes in the iron, 
coal, textile and building industries. 
In France there is dissatisfaction on 
the part of nearly every department 
of labor and an ominously, disaffected 
political condition among tbo prole- 
tariat- In Germany the strike out- 
break of the labor of tbe country is so 
general that it would appear to be an 
organized co-operation of the trade 
centers. In Hamburg tbe masons, 
carpenters and plumbers are all out, 
on the refusal of their employers to 
increase their wages. At Elberfeld 
the manufacturing works are closed 
and the men are out At Nuremberg 
the carvers and wig-makers are out 
At Berlin the masons at a late meetr 
ing decided to inaugurate a general 
strike in the building trades. 

The prominent feature of the Ger- 
man industrial situation, meanwhile, 
1 b the rapid augmentation of what are 
called “conventions" — another name 
for trusts — among manufacturers, in 
order to artificially peg up prices. The 
German tariff acts having been con- 
ceived for tbe protection of agri- 
culture as well as manufactures, tbe 
effect bas been to increase the cost of 
raw material to manufacturers and of 
living to artisans and agricultural 
laborers. Hence, on the one hand 
these strikes, and on the other such a 
depopulation of certain rural districts 
of the country that it has been serious- 
ly proposed to import Chinese and 
Indian cooly labor to work the de- 
serted farms. 

And yet during the last Presidential 
campaign our high-tariff journals were 
continually calling attention to the 
prosperous and happy effects of Ger- 
many's increased duties on imports. — 
Chicago News. 



How a Cblesvi Tailor SVoa Victimised by 
a DUhonrxt Partner* 

The recent experiences of a Chicago 
inventor may benefit some. He was a 
thoughtful, hard-working tailor on the 
West Side. The fact that he had a 
wife and three daughters to support 
helped to sharpen his wits. While 
silting with bis leg; doubled under 
him on the tailor’s table he devised a 
contrivance for the pre;sing of seams 
on tailor-made or rougher home-made 
garments. He said little about it to 
his co-workers until his lawyer told 
him his patent was properly applied 
for and that ho could raak-i and s >ll his 
invention. He had a few dozen manu- 
factured. Ho tried to sell them to the 
large stores dealing in household arti- 
cles. No one wanted to handle them be- 
cause there was no demand for them. 
Here his ingenuity came in again. Ho 
had his wife visit several establishments 
to p.irchas3 tho now pressing-!x»ard. 
The next day his oldest daughter in- 
quired at the same plac" for the same 
article. The merchants could uot pro- 
duce it A ween later the inventor 
sold his little stock e isily to the parties 
who previously would not touch it- So 
much for his ingenuity. Then he took 
in a partner and enlarged his opera- 
tions. The little “pressor” was manu- 
factured by the hundreds. The part- 1 
ner offered to go on the road and intro- 
duce the invention. He went to St. 
Louis and telegraphed for a car-load 
of pressers. They were forwarded at 
once. Another car-load was ordered 
for Peoria and Springfield. Thov went, 
and the last cent of capital the poor in- 
ventor could raise went with them. 
The partner forgot to remit. The 
partnership was broken, and so was 
the tailor. So much for his business 
capacity. The Inventor sold his right 
aud title in the thing to pay his debts 
and went back to his needle and his 
bench. — Chicago Journal.

Green rod’s habitation is really a 
museum of natural curiosities, show- 
ing that, though a hermit, his time, so 
far from being wasted solitarily and in 
deep thought as most hermits’ time is 
supposed to be passed, has been im- 
proved. and that the generations to 
come are likely to derive some benefit 
from his partial renunciation of the 
world. 

Animals and birds of a hundred vari- 
etiesc embracing nearly every speoies 
known to Connecticut occupy por- 
tions of the main room, and a small ad- 
joining room is devoted to tbe require- 
ments of a collection of living snakes, 
comprising all the different varieties 
found in this part of New England. 

There are adders, rattlesnakes and 
others whose bit# is deemed venomous 
und deadly. Greenrod has no fear of 
any of his pels, and, although they 
hiss and squirm when the door of this 
room is opened, tho owner will coolly 
enter and pick up with his bare hands 
whatever snake he desires to show his 
visitors or has a customer for. 

Notwithstanding his many peculiar- 
ities, Greenrod is an intelligent man. 
He is of English birth, and came to 
this country when young. He enlisted 
in the United States regular army soon 
after landing, and served three years 
on the Western frontier. 

The birds handled by him as a taxi- 
dermist compare favorably with some 
of the beat shown in art circles, the 
features of bis treatment and posing 
resulting in causing orery example to 
assume a life-like position. This has 
made an impression favorable to the 
operator as an artist, and tbe scientific 
society of Bridgeport, Conn., are now 
negotiating with Greenrod for the pur- 
chase of a collection of stuffed birds 
aud animal a — Detroit News.
